Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the rejection has not 
addressed why and how the outstanding rejection is maintained in view of the decision of the Board of Appeals in the related co-pending 
U.S application serial no. 09/31 1 ,148. However, the examiner relies on Boulton in view of Ladd to reject the application 09/31 1 ,148 while 
relies on Boulton in view of Varga to reject the current application. The ground of rejection of each application is different. So, the Board 
decision on the application '148 does not relate to the outstanding rejection. Beside, applicant also argues Varga does not teach or 
suggest the step of "automatically upon start-up of the image forming device without the user directly starting a monitoring program". 
However, Varga teaches a self-monitoring vending machine which is a control panel of an image forming apparatus. The machine is self 
monitored without user's action. 
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
